A previous m essage said 
the command had met the federal re­ 
inforcements at San Pedro and had 
blown up their troop train, killing hun- 
j dreds of them. 
Other m essages received here, offi­ 
cial but not from Villa, stated that the 
rebels held the Salvador hotel, the 
Garcia warehouse and several other 
building® in the heart of Torreon. The 
Salvador hotel is a five-story building 
and affords the rebels an excellent for­ 
tification. 
A private telegram received from 
Vice Consul George C. Carothers with 
Villa at Torreon, denied the retorted 
execution of British N ice Consul H. S. 
Cunard-Cummings by federals at Tor­ 
reon, where the vice consul had gon 
presumably as the em issary of VU 
to treat with General Velasco for 
armistice. 
The m essage stated ti 
Cummings had returned to the rel 
lines safely and added that all foreifc 
ers were safe. 
Nothing is known in Juarez rega 
ing the a r m i s t i c e said to have been r] 
ported in Torreon by Consul Hamm fc 
way of Eagle Pass. 
The presumptioi 
is, going on the message from Villa, 
that no such arm istice took place.

rumor had reached Juarez that Velas­ 
co had applied to Villa for an armis­ 
tice to arrange terms of evacuation, 
but it proved to be groundless so far 
as official confirmation was concerned, 
and it is presumed in Juarez that if 
Consul Hamm sent any such m essage 
it was on tile old rumor.
